themselves in a straight line, with 
Neptune, Saturn, Jupiter, Mars, Venus 
and Mercury on one side of the sun 
and Uranus on the other, the earth, 
which had moved four or five solar 
paces to the front of the line, would 
behave like the one-horse shay 


Scientists had scoffed the idea, but 


the superstitutious ones recalled hav- 
ing lighted three cigarettes with one 
match, or having walked under a lad- 
der or having done In recent historic 
times one of the thousand and one 
other things known far and wide as 
omens of evil days 


Students in Porto Rico are reported 


to have been so unfavorably impress- 
ed with their chances for continuing 
life yesterday that they asked for a 
holiday to prepare 
for 
the worst. 


Harold Jacoby, professor of astron- 
omy at Columbia, intimated that their 
actions might have been due to .the 
desire of youth everywhere to have a 
holiday.

Washington, Dec. 17. — Attorney 


General Palmer will appear befors the 
senate committee investigating the coal 
situation Friday or Saturday, Chair- 
man Frelinghuyseh announced tonight 
after a brief session of the committee. 


The attorney general, it was indi- 


cated, will be .asked to explain the 
basis ot the agreement which finally 
ended the strike of bituminous miners, 
and caused the resignation of former 
Fuel Administrator Garfleld. J. W. 
Dawson, an expert on coal production 
and costs, who was the only witness 
heard today by the senate committee, 
expressed the belief that the present 
wages paid miners were sufficient and 
that "any increases granted 
them 


must eventually come from, the pub- 
lic's pocket." 


"Coal operators are not making big 


profits this year," Mr. Dawson said, 
"and in my opinion they cannot en- 
tirely absorb the 14 per cent increase 
which the government already has al- 
lowed." 


Senator Frelinghuysen asked the 


witness to suggest a method of avoid- 
ing nation-wide strikes such as that 
just ended. 


"President Wilson and Attorney 


General Palmer took the best method 
when they started out to make the 
miners' union obey the Lever law, and 
call off the strike," Dawson replied.

United 
State* department of agriculture, who 
are charted with the enforcement of 
that act 
Only substitutes which are 


harmless are permitted In foods on* 
der the terms of the law, and thoe* 
that are permitted ehould be Elated 
clearly on the labels. 


The object of the regulation re- 


aniline that substitutes be declared 
on the labels is not to limit in any 
way the use of wholesome substitute*, 
the officials state, bat to let the coo* 
sumet- know what they are getting. A 
purchaser of any tfood product, of 
which sugar is a normal ingredient, 
will naturally expect to get sugar la 
that product unless advised to the con- 
trary. As the substitutes are usually 
cheaper than Lie substance for which 
they are used, it is only fair, both 
from the standpoint of the purchaser, 
and from that of fair trading, that a 
clear distinction be made on the la-, 
bels between foods that contain all 
the normal Ingredients and foods in 
which one Or more of the normal Ingre- 
dients is replaced by a cheaper sub- 
stance. 


Substitute* That May Be Used. 


There are a number of substitutes 


for sugar which can very properly be 
used in manufactured foods, such M 
Jams, JeMlea, marmalades, pops, soda 
water, confections, and the like. Among 
substitutes that may be used, if prop- 
erly declared on the labels, are maple 
sugar sirup, glucose, corn sugar, corn 
sirup, honey, and high-grade refiners' 
sirup. 


Saccharin', a coal-tar product which 


has been widely advertised by its 
manufacturers as a sugar substitute, 
is not a proper or legal substitute, 
since it 1» held to be injurious to 
healfh, and as It has no food value 
whatever, it lowers the quality of the 
food in which it replaces sugar, which 
has a high, food value. 
The use of 


saccharin, whether or not declared 
on the labels, in foods coming within 
the Jurisdiction of the federal food 
and drugs act, is prohibited. The law* 
or regulations of most of the state* 
also prohibit the use of saccharin in 
foods. 
A number of food manufac- 


turers have been convicted for chip- 
ping Into interstate commerce foods 
adulterated with saccharin. 
A crim- 


inal prosecution is now pending against 
one of die manufacturers of saccharin 
for shipping it labeled as. harmless 
within the Jurisdiction of the federal 
food and drug" act. 


Liable to Seizure. 


Foods In which harmless substi- 


tutes have been used and no mention 
of the substitutes made on tbe labels, 
if shipped within the Jurisdiction of 
the federal food and drugs act; are 
subject to seizure and the party re- 
sponsible for the violation of law is 
liable to prosecution. Manufacturers 
ftf foods in which substitutes are used 
should see that the substitutes are 
stated on the labels in order to avoid 
violations of the federal or state laws. 


Regulation 25, Issued under the fed- 


eral food and drugs act, provides In 
part as follows: 


•When-? substitute of a recognized 


quality commonly used in the prepara- 
tion of a food <* drug product Is re- 
placed IT another substance not In- 
jurious to health, the name of the TO 
stltnted substance shall appear rpon 
tae label*

Washington.— The official report oi 


the woman's bureau of the United 
States department of labo.. Just made 
public, reveals that women wen 
barred from 60 per cent of the EOT- 
eminent positions for which examina- 
tions were held in the first six montht 
of 1919. This statement covers exam- 
inations for 200 different types of po- 
sitions. 


According to th* report, women were 


not allowed to compete for 16 per cent 
of the clerical positions. 


The complete report, according to 


Miss Mary Anderson of Chicago, di- 
rector of the woman's bureau, coven 
Investigations which have been In 
progress for a month. 


The second and larger section of the 


report will consist of an analysis of the 
salary scale of women In the govern- 
ment service, the requirements of the 
positions they fill, and the specific In- 
equalities in the pay they recel*.".

Country Is Quickly Rccoverinj 


From War's Effects. 


Steel Mlllt, Sugar Refineries am 


Linen Loom* Operate Nearly 


at Normal. 


Brussels.—All Belgium I* retnrnioi 


to work and the country Is recoverlni 
from the war. 


In Brussels factories which wen 


damaged during the German occupa 
tlon are being fitted with machinery 
and some of them already arc turnini 
out their accustomed products t< 
wlthty a few per cent of the prewai 
capacity. 


Production of sugar exceeds th« 


prewar tonnage. Glass factories ar< 
reopening:. In the Iron and steel mill 
many plants have resumed operations 
particularly In the Liege district 
where some of the mills were com 
pletely demolished and others so bad 
ly damaged that entire blast furnace 
bad to be rebuilt. Within a year It i. 
believed the most important of tbes< 
plants will be operating to capacity. 


The cotton trade of Ghent also ha: 


resumed and steamers loaded wltl 
American cotton are arriving- almos 
daily. During the German occupatlot 
all copper fittings were removed fron 
the machines in the spinning factorlei 
and some of these have not yet bee) 
replaced. 


The linen industry also has taken 01 


new life, and additional workers art 
being employed every week. The ex 
port trade In linen is growing just ai 
rapidly as the factories can turn on 
the finished product. .

which stretches from Brussels to th> 
sea scarcely a square foot of grounc 
is left uncultivated, so anxious are th< 
people td produce their own food, ant 
they are working from early^-mori 
until late at night to attain that end.
